I And those of us who are honest will

lit. 
I 
Getting Rid of Sin 
Now, ever since sin came Into the 
world man has been speculating about 
Us nature and where it came from as 
though that was a m atter of very 
great importance. A man says: “How 
did I come by this sinful nature?” But 
that's not half as im portant as the 
knowledge of how to get rid of it. 
If 
I didn’t know where I came from 
th at’s no reason why I shouldn't look 
out where I am going. H ere’s a man 
drowning. 
He’s gone down once and 
as he comes up someone shoves him a 
pole and says, “Grab it and I'll pull 
you in.” 
And the fellew says, "How 
did I come to be here?” And the man 
says, “I’ve got no time to answer that 
question now.” "Then ITI drown," he 
says, and he sinks to the bottom. You 
say he was a fool. But no bigger fool 
than the man who refuses to accept 
God’s remedy for sin when he knows 
he’s a sinner, just because he can’t un­ 
derstand the philosophy of sin and all 
about its origin.

The Double Standard 
You must not come in here and say 
you have no sin. I don’t deny there’s 
I been much goodness about your life, 
but, man, if Almighty God would come 
down tomorrow morning and write all 
the sins of your past life across your 
forehead, the men of Santa Ana would 
be wearing hats several sizes too large 


for them that they might slip down 
and hide from the world the story of 
their shame. 
Your hands may not be red with 
somebody’s blood; you may not be a 
gam bler; you’re no^booze fighter, you 
haven’t lived a dirty lecherous life, 
although maybe you have. 
Yes, I’m 
willing to admit there’s lots worse 
people In the world than you, but I 
don’t care where you go, or what you 
do, there is no music, no mirth, no 
prosperity of any kind that will ever 
drown out your conscience that you 
are a sinner anti there are people in 
Santa Ana tonight who are suffering 
within themselves a veritable hell be­ 
cause of their sins. 
The Wages of Sin 
And now listen to the text: 
“The 
wrages of sin is death.” 
It’s a threat. It's the warning voice I 
of love. 
God don’t damn you, but I 
your sin will, 
lf you think you can 
violate law without suffering, you’re j 
thinking as pieces of sophistry 
that 
belong to the delusions of un infan-1 
tile brain. 
You will suffer for your sin, not he-1 
cause God said so; God said so be- i 
cause you will. Sin is its own avenger.; 
It€ like a boomerang. It strikes back, j 
I don’t care what your idea of hell 
may be. 
I’ve no time to quarrel with 
you about that; hut of this one thing 
you may be sure when you have fin­ 
ished trifling with your convictions 
here, when you have done defying the 
patience of God, murdering His mer­ 
cy, spurning His love, rejecting His 
word and trampling under your feet 
the blood of His Son, your sin fol­ 
lowing ufter you and towering over 
you with lightning of its own revenge. 
The wages of sin is death. 
And oh, 
my bi other, if you have been going 
through this world wilfully commu­ 
ting sin and trying to make yourself 
believe that you are not going to he 
held accountable for it in the world to 
come, for God's sake and your own, 
do not hug such a delusion to your 
breast any longer. 
Brighter Side cf Text 
But there’s a brighter side to the 
text. 
Listen:

And what does this mean? 
First, that through Jesus Christ 
your sin will be pardoned. 
And say, 
you can’t sit here in this meeting and 
recall every dollar you ever stole, 
every lie you ever told, every act of 
adultery you ever committed, every 
thought of adultery You've ever had, 
every profane word you ever uttered, 
every blow you * ever struck, every 
glass of whiskey you ever drank, 
every unkindness to your wife or hus­ 
band. every infidelity, and everything 
that has been a dishonor to God anti 
disgrace your manhood or womanhood, 
until your sins pile up like Rockies on 
top of the Himalayas and tell me who 
in heaven or earth or hell, will ever 
pay it. You can’t pay it. For all your 
culture, your morality, 
your 
intelli­ 
gence, your good works, your penance, 
your stock, your story, your profes­ 
sion or your fame and all you've got 
on God Almighty’s whirling earth can 
never dissolve that mountain, or pay 
the debt you owe. and when at last iii 
despair for your sins, with no help 
and no hope, you write, "Who will 
pay all this?" 
I would like to write 
down beneath it all, one name, that 
name that's above every name.

He will pay It all; and He will set 
you free. He’ll forgive you. 
Power Over Sin 
It means, second, that God. through 
Jesus Christ, will give you power over 
sin. 
You can do something in your 
own strength and some things you 
can't and your good resolutions at 
their best, carried out in your own 
strength, last you only for a day, and 
you go down before the first tem pta­ 
tion. 
It means that God, through Jesus 
Christ, will bring you at last to a place 
w here there is no sin. 
I wouldn’t give standing room in 
heaven for a quit claim deed to all the 
gold and silver and diamond mines in 
the world. 
I’ve seen enough of sin to be sick of 
it forever. 
And surely that must be 
true of you. But in heaven the drunk­ 
ard, the gambler, the curser, the de­ 
stroyer of virtue, will all be shut out 
and heaven’s walls will echo with the 
songs of the pure in heart, In hell, on 
the other hand, which you turn to, in 
sin, you’ll reap 
the consummating 
harvest of your unholy, unbelieving 
unrelenting, sinful life.
